a flre broke out .in the planing mill of 
the G. S. Lyon & Son's Manufacturing 
and Lumber Co., at the comer of North 
Broadway and East Cerro Gordo street.

The flre was first discovered by the oc- 


cupants of the boarding house on the op- 
posite side of the street. An explosion 
took place inside of the building on the 
second floor and this attracted the atten- 
tion of those who were first to see the 
blaze. An alarm was at once sent In and the 
entire fire department responded. When 
the firemen arrived the flre had a big 
headway and it looked like it would sure- 
ly spread before it could be gotten under 
control. The place was like a seething 
furnace and the firemen worked hard 
fighting it. The blaze was confined en- 
tirely to the building in which it started. 
On the north and west sides of the blaz- 
ing structure were sheds covering plies of 
fine lumber, the sheds being wot more 
than twleve feet distant. On the east 
adjoining the frame is the new brick 
building tho doors to which are of iron 
fitting close. It seemed when the fire-

He stated the intimacy of his friend- 


ship for Scott Jackson during his stay 
of nearly a year in Greencastle. He 
also admitted that he had introduced 
Jackson to his second cousin, Pearl 
Bryan, and that since Jackson's de- 
parture last October from Greencastle 
to Cincinnati he had kept up a 
correspondence with him, and that let- 
ters from Jackson to him personally 
were destroyed by him, according to 
Juckson s request 
His testimony was 


to the offect that he knew that Pearl 
was in trouble, and that he received a 
letter from Jackson in Cincinnati re- 
•questmf Pearl to go to Cincinnati to 
be relieved. He showed the letter to 
Pearl tb at day. She read it and asked 
witness: - 


"What would you do if you were 


me?" 


Witness nnsnered: 
"Decide for yourself." 
The next day, which was Saturday, 


January 25, she told Wood she was go- 
ing to t incinnati on Monday, Jannary 
27. He saw her off on Monday, as- 
sisted her on the train, and that was 
the last he saw of her. 


In the cross-examination the ques- 


tions indicated that the defense had 
testimony from several men showing, 
in the form of depositions, that Wood 
had boasted to them of improper inti- 
macy with Pearl Bryan. This ques- 
tioning was to lay the foundation for 
the depositions of these persons in the 
defense Wood positively denied «very 
statement of the depositions. 


W. L Focrtmeyer, druggist, was 


put upon the stand, and testified that 
two men and a woman answering the 
description of Jackson, Walling and 
deceased had come into his store at 
Bellevue, Ky., and inquired the near- 
est route to Walnut Hills, Cincinnati. 
This wjs on the day preceding the 
tragedy, he thought. 


Miss Katie Holmes and John Foster, 


of IleHovue, corroborated Foertmeyer, 
and court adjourned at noon. 


The ufternoon session began with 


the testimony of ex-Sergeant-of-Police 
btegner, who testified that Jackson 
had given him the bloody valise the 
night after the murder, and told him 
not to deliver to anyone but himself. 


Detective Herman J. Wittee testi- 


fied to finding the bloody coat and 
vest in a catch basin in Cincinnati. 


Judgf Helm ruled out testimony of 


Jackson's confession until the prosecu- 
tion should prove that it was made 
without duress. 


Policeman Kinney said that he saw 


Walling and a girl in the Grand Cen- 
tral deixjt on the evening of January 
31. The girl was crying; she resem- 
bled the picture of Pearl Bryan shown 
him. 


Ex-Sergeant Aloysims Stegner, a 


saloonkeeper at Longworth and Elm 
streets, Cincinnati, being* recalled, said 
on the stand that he had known Scott 
Jackson and Alonzo Walling since last 
October, as customers at his place. 
He had seen Fred Albion two or three 
times. Albion and Walling came into 
the saloon together once. Walling 
and Jackson came into the saloon fre- 
quently together. They got drinks 
and free lunch. 


"Did Scott Jackson carry a knife?" 
"lie showed me a scalpel one night. 


He had cut his finger with it, and 
showed it to me. He said be used it 
for dissecting purposes." 


Detective Witte was again asked feu1, 


but tho prosecution was informed that 
he had gone. John Legner was called 
for, but was not present. 


William Bulmer, the detective who 


arrested Scott Jackson, was now placed 
on the stand.

at the BUUls to Business Men. 


The house committee on post office* 


and post roads has ordered a favorable 
report on the bill of Mr. Loud, of Cali- 
fornia to extend the uses of the mail 
service by providing for what is termed 
the "economic postage system," the ob- 
ject of which is to enable the Economic 
Postage association to furnish the 
trades people of the United States a 
convenient and cheap method of solic- 
iting trade by mail and the public a 
convenient and inexpensive method of 
placing orders. 
To accomplish this 


purpose the association asks the use 
of the United States mails, under such 
provisions ae will give absolute secur- 
ity us to payment of postage to the gov- 
ernment and under such rules and reg- 
ulations as may be prescribed by the 
postmaster general. It is the intention 
to furnish business men with the cou- 
pon cards and envelopes of the associa- 
tion for trading purposes, and it is de- 
sired to allow the postage upon all such 
cards and envelopes to be paid through 
the association at the office of delivery. 
The effect of this legislation will be to 
place the expense of an order by ma.l 
on the receiver instead of on the sender 


It is claimed that nil the businesb 


men of the United States would givr 
an annual increase of $'10,500,000 not 
postal revenue as a result of the adop- 
tion of this new svstem.

Lower Brute Sioux Erect a Shuft 


Their Chief ou Medicine Creek. 


More than a year ago a moy ement vs as 


inaugurated among the Lower Brule 
tribe of the Sioux Indians in South Da- 
kota, to raise, by popular subscription, 
n sufficient sum to erect a monument to 
the memory of their dead chief Iron 
iVation. The effort resulted success- 
fully, and a Yonkton firm was given 
tiie contract to construct the monu- 
ment. 
This was completed and deln- 


ered at the agencj some weeks ago, and 
after many unavoidable delays the 
fchaft of marble has finally been erect- 
ed, with suitable ceiemonies, over the 
grave of the dead chief, being the first 
and only instance in the west where a 
dead chief has been so honored by pop- 
iilar subscription among the people of 
his tribe. 
The grove and monument 


are situated on a stream named by the 
Indians Medicine creek. Iron Nation 
was a prominent figure In Sioux his- 
lory for a period of more than 60 years, 
!«nd during the early part of his event- 
ful career was distinctively a v, ar chief, 
leading his fighters m numberless bat- 
tles against the hereditary enemies ol 
the Sioux—the Pawnees, Gros Venires, 
1'oncas and Cro«s.

there. Coal is $20 a ton in Mexico. 
All the coal is imported. Eecently the 
city began the construction of a tunnel 
:o drain the city. Mexico has never 
been a very healthy pla^e on account 
of the bad drainage. This tunnel will 
be completed at a cost of $13,000,000. 
! bought the right to use the water 
after, it had been cltained fiom the i.J- 
ey. The city is -very high, but is sur- 
oundetl by mountains. The fall of 
he water will ghe enough power to 
nake 10,000 horse po\ter electric cur-

WASHINGTON, April 28.— Tlie -senate 


made very brief work of the sundry 
civil appropriations bill, having taken 
only two days in disposing of it. _ When 
it passed the house, it carried appro- 
priations aggregating thirty million 
dollars. 
The senate appropriations 


committee reported it back with an 
addition of 85,000,000, '.largely made up 
of sums necessary to carry on work on 
public buildings and river and harbor 
improvements and United States courts 
for the -whole 12 months of the year in- • 
stead of six or nine months. And the 
senate, itself, beside carrying out the 
recommendations of the committee, 
added sums amounting to some two 
millions more, so that the bill as it 
passed yesterday, appropriates in 
round figures, thirty-seven million dol- 
lars. 


There was very little friction in the 


consideration of the bill. Before it 
was taken up an effort was made by 
Mr. Sherman to have action taken on 
the house bill relative to distillation 
of fruit brandy, so as to have en- 
grafted upon it a provision for the re- 
peal of that section of the tariff law 
which allows a drawback of the tax 
paid on alcohol used in the arts and 
in medicine. 
That section was pnt in 


the Wilson bill while it was pending 
iu the senate, with the understanding 
that it would be thrown out in con- 
ference, but owing to circumstances 
the bill that became law was not the 
report of a conference committee, and 
BO the alcohol was embodied in the 
tariff act. 


Mr. Sherman explained that owing 


to the action of the treasury depart- 
ment, the drawback was not operative, 
but that claims running into the mil- 
lions were being1 piled up, and it was 
therefore highly important that the 
provision should be repealed before 
the ' adjournment of congress. He 
met, however, the combined opposi- 
tion of senators ' on his own side, 
only three of them voting with 
him to take up the bill, and those votes 
were offset by the three populists. 
All the democrats and the three repub- 
licans voted for Mr. Sherman's motion. 
The result was: Yeas, 22; nays, 27. 


At 5:10 the senate adjourned until 


Monday. 


HOUSE. 
. 


The second conference report upon 


the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill was made to the 
house yesterday and agreed to, an- 
other conference being ordered upon 
the few remaining matters in dispute. 
The principal subject settle* upon by 
the report made yesterday was that 
fixing the salaries of the United States 
district attorneys and marshals. As 
agreed upon, the total of salaries of 
attorneys carried in the bill, as it 
passed the house, was increased £23,- 
000 and that of marshals was in- 
creased «f-l,. 
riOO. 


An animated and unexpected inci- 


dent was precipitated in connection 
with this report. Mr. Grosvenor in- 
quired respecting a provision prohibit- 
ing the legislature of Oklahoma from 
considering any proposition to relocate 
the capital of the territory. 
Being 


informed that that had already been 
agreed upon by both houses, Mr. Gros- 
venor declared that "it ought to de- 
stroy any man a party to it." 


This brought Mr. Flynn, delegate 


from Oklahoma, to his feet with the 
statement that a similar provision had 
been contained in every bill since the 
first year of the territory's existence, 
in obedience to the almost universal 
demand of the people for protection 
against a repetition of scandalous 
scenes enacted in the first meeting of 
the legislature. The gentlemen from 
Ohio, he assumed, must be rankling 
under the recollection of other mat- 
ters or he would not have made that 
onslaught. 


Mr. Grosvenor repelled the sugges- 


tion, sayiug that he didnotknow what 
the enormously distinguished 
gentle- 


man from Oklahoma meant by those 
words. lie had but done his duty and 
the bombastes furioso performance 
made no impression upon him. 


The general pension bill was fur- 


ther discussed for a couple of hours 
by Grosvcuor and Kerr (reps., O.) in 
support of it, and by Messrs. Uartlett 
(dem., N. Y.) and Miles (dem., Md.)_in

HYPNOTIZED AND BURIED. 


Morbid Londoner* An WItnwM* of • 


KMt Rwrdtfatc Spectacle. 


Morbid Bentiment has apparently 


reached its height In England in a recent 
hypnotic exhibition at the Boyal aqua- 
rium, at which the subject was liter- 
ally buried alive and allowed to remain 
so lor six days, declares the New" York 
World. The hypnotized man was sealed 
up in a stout casket, and, in the pres- 
ence of the spectators, lowered into a 
grave nine feet deep. 
. 


The lid of the casket was furnished 


with an aperture, and this connected 
with the shaft which led to the surface, 
making respiration possible, and also 
enabling spectators t« view the face 
of the buried man. 


At least seven feet of earth were shov- 


eled on top of the coffin, ,and for the 
period of six days U was not dis- 
turbed. 


On. the seventh day the casket was 


dug up in the presence of a large crowd. 
The man when awakened was apparent- 
ly none the worse for his experience. 


The London Lancet, which prints the 


account of the distressing spectacle, 
comments on it. saying: 


"It is difficult to imagine a more re- 


volting experiment than this. 
Even 


granting that these trances have any 
use whatever—which we ourselves fail 
to admit—there can be no possible ex- 
cuse for making them more horrible 
than they already are by burying the 
man. 


"Any experiment it was desired to 


perform could have been done equally 
well by sealing the man up in the box 
without going through the details ot 
burying him iind digging him up again. 
Moreover, under such circumstances, it 
is impossible to give him aid quickly 
should he need it, and. although acci- 
dents may be rare in hypnotism, their 
possibility is by no means to be neg- 
lected."

SECTION i. That section one of an ordinance 
entitled "An Ordinance to 1'roTlde for tne Li- 
censing and Regulating of Itlne»ant Merchants 
aod Transient Vendors of Merchandise," passed 
by the City Council ot said City on the 7lh Cay 
of August. A D. 1893. be amended so as to read 
as follow-!: 
It snail be unlawful for any Itinerant mer- 
chant or transient vendor of merchandise, either 
by himself, as agent or clerk of another, to set 
up. maintain or carry on wDhln this city any 
temporary store or establishment of any stock 
of goods, wares or merchandise, (not being ag- 
ricultural products offered for sale by the pro- 
ducer thereof, or articles nanuraewnd in this 
city or county), without first having obtained a' 
license for so doing as hereinafter provided. 
SEC. -2. That section three of natd ordinance 


be amended so as to read as follows: 


Any person applying for license as aforesaid

Saturday night Coroner Bendureheld 


the inquest on the body of the unknown 
murdered man found Saturday forenoon 
in the timber east of the city. The evi- 
dence is given below: 


M. G.;Marsh, the man who found the 


body was the flrst and principal witness 
examined by the coroner's jury. After 
stating his name and giving his residence 
as near Marion, Ohio, he testified as fol- 
lows: "I was going fishing with Peter 
and Joe Stimmel; we passed through the 
gate at Mattes' brick yard as a near route 
to Cowford bridge and after going about 
200 yards I discovered the back of a man 
protruding 
through the leaves. The 


body was on the south side of a large 
stump with the head to the north and in 
contact with the stump. I removed the 
leaves from the hcnd and feet to assure 
myself that it was a body as I supposed. 
I returned to the city and notified the 
authorities. I accompanied the chief of 
police and Coroner Bcndure to the place 
where the body lay. The body was held 
in place by chunks and covered with 
leaves. Judging from the imprint of the 
hands in the leaves I should think the 
body had been there a month. Think he 
was between 80 and 40 years old and had 
light brown hair. The body must have 
been intentionally covered and propped in 
position with the poles that were along- 
side of him. I noticed when I flrst dis- 
covered him that there was a grish behind 
the car that looked us though it was made 
with a sharp instrument. It was on the 
right side and appeared to be an opening 
in the head " 


Marshal Mason was then called to the 


stand and corroborated the testimony that 
h<id been given by Marsh. He added that 
in his opinion the face was pounded and 
raashcd 
beyond recognition when the 


body was placed there. Coroner Bendure 
was of very much the same opinion as 
Marshal Mason and said that whoever put 
the body there had beaten and mashed it 
with a club which would account for the 
head of the corpse being driven in the 
ground. Ho added that if the body had 
been found the next morning after it was 
put there no one would have recognised 
the face so mutilated was it. 


It was learned Saturday night that a 
an named August Hoockman was a 


guest at the Athcy hotel over Elaine's 
drug store in the month of February, and 
that he was a miner or farm hand looking 
for work. He registered at the hotel 
February 19, paid his bill and left Feb- 
ruary 2fi. 
That was the last seen of him. 


A telegram was sent to Staunton, from 
which town Hoockman came, giving a 
description of his clothing which is of a 
peculiar character, and the answer came 
from the postmaster to hold the body and 
wait until somebody came. The parties 
were expected to come Sunday morning, 
but nobody came. 


It was stated today that tho German 


had met Joe Myers of Long Creek town- 
ship, who had secured him a place in tho 
country. The Republican has instituted 
inquiries as to the Meyers feature of the 
case in the expectation that Hoockman 
may he located in Long Creek township 
working on a farm.

Several wild stories about missing men 


were run down Saturday night. Finally 
it was concluded that possibly tho mur- 
dered man had come from Staunton. 


Identified as Augliat Havkmaun. 


The body of the man found in tho woods 


east of the city last Saturday proves to be 
that of August Hackman, a German who 
came t/o this city from Staunton, 111., on 
February 19. The identity of the man 
has been established beyond a doubt. 
This morning C. F. Hackmunn, an un- 
dertaker at Stannton, and Arnold Min- 
trnp, a farmer, arrived in the city and 
identified the pieces of clothing and arti- 
cles which were found on the body of the 
man as those belonging to Hackmann, 
the missing man. The two men came to 
take charge of the body and to remove it 
to Staunton. 


The only things which were found on 


tho body of the man to give any clue were 
the envelope of stationery bought at A. 
.1. Blaine's drug store and the piece of pa- 
per in which was printed the name of a 
Staunton firm, whicbwas wrapped around 
the piece of plug tobacco found in the 
man's pocket. These two things gave 
tho clue which brought to light the' name 
of the murdered man. Mr. Blaine re- 
membered of having- 
talked to ft man 


who was from Staunton and who was in 
the city hunting work. This same man 
had beught stationery at bis store and, 
bad gone to th e Eagle hotel over the drug 


hired man as he had seen him_useit often, 
On the piece of paper which was around 
the tobacco was printed the name of C. 
K. Campbell, a clothing firm of Stannton. 
The undertaker from Staunton says that 
a cigar dealer at that place remembers of 
selling a piece of tobacco to Hackmann 
and of wrapping it up in a paper of some 
kind. 
Before 
leaving Staunton this 


morning Mr. Hackmann found that the 
missing man had purchased from the 
hardware firm of E. E. Godfrey, a 32-cali- 
bre Harrington and Richardson revolver. 
This tallies exactly with the revolver 
found on the dead man. 


Both men from Staunton are positive 


from the evidence that has been given 
them that they are not mistaken about 
the identity of Hackraann. His only rel- 
ative in Staunton is a sister, Mrs. Fred 
Shaffer. 
To his brother-in-law he wrote 


a letter from this city on February 23.

He came to this country from Germany 
and had worked at the shoe maker's trade 
for two years in St. Louis before he came 
in my employ. Ho was a man who was 
very easy to become acquainted with and 
was always talkng up with other men and 
I think that is the way in which he came 
to be killed. Ha never drank and was 
very industrious 
He always had an idea 


that he wanted to work on the railroad 
and he left my place with the intention 
of finding employment on some road. I 
toll! him that if he could not find work 
he must come back on my farm. His 
only relative in Staunton is his sister, 
Mrs. Shaffer. 
The family is ,i very poor 


one but they are respectable. Hackmann 
was about 30 years old.." 


The men 
from Staunton conferred 


with Coroner Bcndure and it was decided 
that they sh'iuld be allowed to disinter 
tlie body and tako it home for burial. 
This afternoon Undertaker Hackmim 
and James Moran drove to the poor farm 
and the remains of the man were taken 
up and sealed in a metalie box They 
will be shipped th is evening to Staunton 
and there buried. 


While the man has been identified the 


discovery of his murderers yet remains to 
be discovered. The new 'facts in the ca^c 
will aid the officers somewhat in tin- 
work of detection. It is quite likely th t 
the man was held up on the rairoad and 
killed and dragged to the place where he 
was found. The spot wns near the I., D. 
& W- tracks and that is the road he would 
have1 taken it he wero going to or from a 
farm near Long Creek. It is not yet cer- 
tain whether or not he had taken the 
place- on the farm but he left this city 
with the intention of doing so.

Peace. 
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Springfield, 111., April 2S.-An agree- 


ment was reached last night between 
George P. Englenard, representing the 
McKinley people, «nd Dr. T. K. Jamie- 
sou speaking for the delegates opposed to 
instructing the delegates-at-large, which, 
If it is carried out In Wednesday's conven- 
tion will harmonize all the difficulties 
which existed beween the two factions 
and do away with the bitter light which 
has nil along threatened to disturb the 
peace of the gathering. As has already 
been fully set forth the bone of conten- 
tion has been the time at-which the reso- 
lutions seeking instructions for McKinley 
should be introduced In the convention. 
The McKinley people have insisted they 
should come up as tho first order of busi- 
ness after permanent organization, claim- 
ing thoy might 1)0 side-trucked if they 
were postponed. The other side has just 
as strenuously insisted they must wait 
their time until after the nominations 


Wre made, promising when they did 
come up they should receive fair treat- 
ment and be submitted to an honest vote. 
Out of this came a deadlock, which it 
seemed up M last evening could not be 
broken except by a bitter fight in the con- 
vention, but-wt this conference between 
Mr. Englohard and Dr. .Tamieson a com- 
promise was worked up which will be 
agreed to unless something breaks tomor- 
row. This compromise is acknowledged 
by all hands as n fair way out of the diffl- 


CU J' Term* of the Compromise. 


When the committee on rules is ap- 


pointed it shall report to the convention, 
recommending tho following order of 
business: 


First—Nomination of candidates for 


governor. 


Second—Election of four delegates-at- 


large to the national convention and 
consideration of any resolution instruct- 
ing them as to their action. 


Third—Nomination of candidates for 


other state offices than governor. 


Fourth—Report of the committee on 


platform. 


This would bring the presidential fight 


before the convention as practically the 
first business over which there is any con- 
test, the nomination of John R. Tanner 
as the candidate for governor being as 
good as made now, he having over a. ma- 
jority of tho delegates instructed for him. 
Part of the conversation between Messrs. 
Englohard and Jamicson which led up 
to the agreement to this compromise was 
as follows: 


"Our reasons for objecting to a post- 


ponement of the MeKinley resolution," 
said Mr. Englehard, "is not so much that 
we are afraid it would bo side-tracked if 
consideration of It Is delayed, as the op- 
portunities such delay would give for 
trading, by which McKinley would be a 
sufferer. That big block of anti-McKin- 
ley votes In Cook county could be thrown 
for those candidates for minor offices, 
•who In time could deliver anti-McKiuicy 
votes on the question of instructing tbe 
delegates on the question of instructing 
tho delegates, and the result would be vn- 
would he beaten before we ever came to a 
ballot. What we ask for is an opportun 
Hy to vote on tho question of instruc- 
tions independent of all outside consider- 
ation, and that, we think, can only be 
Bocureaby" having Hie question brought 
up the first thing In tho convention." 


"But it would be eminently unfair to 


Mr. Tanner," answered Dr. Jnmlcson, 
"who lean Illinois, man and a candidate 
for the highest office in the state, to force 
him to give way for the consideration of 
the claims ot an Ohio man for the presi- 
dency. Besides that Mr. Tanner has a 
majority of the delegates already instruct- 
ed tor him, while McKinley has not, and 
Tanner should take precedence of the 
Ohio candidate for that U no other rea- 
son." 


"McKinley hag almost a majority," re- 


plied Mr. Englehard. 


"Perhaps, but yet not a majority, and 


he may never get one," answered Dr. 
Jamieaon, 


So tbe talk went on until tho compro- 


mise, which was finally reached, natur- 
ally grew out of it
